goea to an extent that her course be 
comes unbearable. There la now too 
lunch profit in the shipment of supplies 
of all kluda to the allies and too much 
satisfaction with the gold that la com- 
ing to our shores to hare it stopped 
by AH embargo. 


Grcrtt Britain may, however, get wise 


to the fact tbut tbe sentiment which 
was favorable to her at first atMl la 
still favorable to France may not 
continue under the course she has been 
pursuing. 


"Talaa of Imaginary Invasion." 


Some people have wondered at tbe 


popularity of the "tales of imaginary 
invasion" of tbe United States tbat 
have been sent broadcast throughout 
the countr}% and posalbly there baa 
been a question aa to whether tbey 
were believed aa other than tbe wildcat 
kind of fiction. This Is the way Con 
grensmnn Mondell of Wyoming spoke 
of them in tbe bouse: 


"I wish I bad tbe worda to express 


the scorn t feel for those yellow streak- 
ed, soft hearted Americans, those al- 
most 
treasonable 
Americans, 
who 


write those Uies of Imaginary Inva- 
sions which, if what they suggested 
were in any way possible, would prove 
us to bo the most pusillanimous, spine- 
less and unworthy folk tbat ever lived 
upon the face of the earth." 


Quoting Wilson Versus Wilson. 


Tbe favorite pastime of Senator 


Borah of Idaho—and I suppose he doe* 
it aa a matter of amusement—is to 
quote what Woodrow Wilson wrote at 
different times, showing that he now 
takes a different position. 
Probably 


it does not disturb tbe president, 
though it does worry some of bin sup- 
porters, who think tbat a consistent 
record is necessary. 


Many a statesman has broken bis 


back trying to be consistent or trying 
to prove tbat be baa been consistent 
Men change with tbe times, and what 
a man thought was right tea or twenty 
years ago bo may Dud la wrong applied 
to present conditions. Besides, a man 
might not bar* written quite ao pro- 
llOcaUy aa dM Wlfcwn bad be any tdea 
at tbe time that be would one day be 
president.
